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To  the  Chairman  and  Memhers  of  the 

BumhEira-on -Crouch  Urban  District  Council, 

Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen ? 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report 
upon  the  health  of  your  Urban  District, 

'The  crude  birth  rate  for  195^  v/as  13.0  per  thousand 

of  the  population.  The  corrected  rate  was  15.5  per  thousand. 

This  compares  with  the  birth  rate  for  England  & Wales  for  195^ 
of  15.6  per  thousand.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1955  v/ere 
17.6  and  15.0  respectively, 

Tliese  figures  do  not  call  for  any  comi.ient. 

The  crude  death  rate  for  1956  was  12.2  per  thousand 

of  the  population,  TTie  corrected  rate  was  9.6  per  thousand. 

This  compares  with  the  death  rate  for  England  cz  Wales  for  1956 
of  11.7  per  thousand.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1955  were 
10.3  and  11.7  respectively. 

This  once  again  emphasises  the  longevity  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Burnham  ajid  suggests  that  this  part  of  the 
country  is  particularly  healthy. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 
This  I think  is  a credit  to  the  ante  natal  services  provided  in 
the  area. 


1956  marked  the  introduction  of  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations.  This  has  involved  your  Public  Health  Inspector  in 
a great  deal  of  work.  Not  only  has  he  had  to  a.dvise  every 
Pood  Trader  in  the  area  of  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations 
but  he  has  devoted  consider. iblo  time  to  bringing  the  subject 
to  the  notice  of  traders  and  the  public.  On  the  whole  co-opera- 
tion has  been  excellent  and  the  inhabitants  of  Burnham  can  be 
reassured  to  know  that  conditions  now  are  better  than  they  have 
ever  been  before  as  regards  food  hygiene  in  the  tov/n.  One  or 
two  traders  y however,  will  need  to  improve  their  shop  i)remises 
in  the  very  near  future. 


Thie  v/ater  supply  of  the  tov/n  came  under  puhlic 
criticism  during  the  Spring  and  early  Summer  owing  to  the 
presence  of  small  red  worm-like  creatures  in  the  mains,  Ihese 
are  quite  harmless  from  a health  point  of  view  being  the 
larvae  of  a small  gnat.  They  are  extremely  difficult  to 
remove  but  every  effort  is  being  made  to  eliminate  them. 

A number  of  complaints  v/ere  received  of  overflowing 
drains  5 particularly  in  the  Orchard  Road  area  of  the  tov*TL, 

It  is  hoped  that  when  the  new  Sewage  V/orks  is  installed  these 
undoubtedly  unsatisfactory  occurrences  v/ill  be  prevented. 

In  April  Mr,  K.  C.  McGutchcon  v/as  appointed  your 
Public  Health  Inspector.  I have  found  his  keenness  and 
enthusiasm  of  the  greatest  help  and  I wish  to  th;ink  him  for 
bearing  the  major  responsibility  in  preparing  this  report.

Houseboats  and  Jetties 

Under  the  Essex  County  Council  Act  1952  the  consent  of  the 
Local  Authority  is  required  for  the  mooring  of  houseboats  and  the 
placing  of  jetties  thereto  in  the  District.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  of  houseboats  for  which  consent  had  been  .given  was  19? 
of  which  12  wore  provided  with  jetties. 


The  licence  in  respect  of  one  houseboat  was  limited  until 
the  31st  December j 1955?  the  vessel  haying  become  derelict  and  its 
removal  or  demolition  v/as  ordered. 
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House'bQats  and  Jetties  (Gontd.) 

Four  derelict  hulks  remained  situated  on  various  parts 
of  the  foreshore.  The  contractor  who  undertook  the  demolition 
of  these  hu.lks  made  no  effort  to  do  so  during  the  year  and  the 
Council  terminated  the  contract.  It  is  hoped  that  the  removal 
of  these  hulks  will  he  secured  vi^ithin  the  next  12  months. 

Movable  Dwellings  and  Camping  Sites 

Tlie  number  of  caravan  and  camping  sites  in  the  District 
remained  at  3 vi^hich  includes  that  o\med  and  operated  by  the 
Council.  Tlie  sites  are  in  use  from  April  until  October  only. 
Each  of  the  sites  is  provided  with  mains  water  and  sanitary 
accommodation. 


There  were  two  licences  granted  to  persons  to  erect, 
station  and  use  movable  dwellings  in  the  District. 

13  visits  ’were  made  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of 
sanitary  conditions.  On  one  site  additional  v/ater  supply 
points  and  sanitary  conveniences  were  being  xjrovided  and  this 
’work  would  be  completed  in  time  for  the  opening  of  the  site 
next  year.

On  1st  January  the  Pood  & Drugs  Act  1935  came  into 
operation  repealing  the  Pood  & Drugs  Act  1936?  the  Pood  & Drugs 
(Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act  193O  and  the  Pood  & 

Drugs  Act  1954.  Also  on  1st  January  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 
1953  came  into  operation.  These  Regulations  lay  dovm  require- 
ments in  respect  of : - 

(1)  The  cleanliness  of  food  premises,  stalls,  etc.  and  of 
apparatus  and  equipment, 

(2)  The  hygienic  handling  of  food, 

(3)  The  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of 
food,  and  the  action  to  be  taken  when  such  ijersons 
suffer  from  or  are  carriers  of  certain  infections. 


(4)  The  construction,  repair  and  maintenance  of  food 

premises,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.  and  the  facilities 
to  be  provided. 
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(5)  The  temperatures  at  v/hich  certain  foodstuffs  that 
are  particularly  liable  to  transmit  diseases  are  to 
be  kept  in  food  premises. 

In  April  an  illustrated  guide  to  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations  v/as  issued  to  all  food  traders  in  the  district  as 
it  v/as  felt  that  this  would  help  the  persons  concerned  to 
understand  the  requirements  of  tho  Regulations  and  that  their 
co-operation  in  raising  tho  standard  of  food  hygiene  would  result. 

In  May  a talk  was  given  to  Members  of  the  local  Chamber 
of  Trade  on  the  subject  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  and  they 
gave  the  assurance  that  they  would  co-operate  with  the  Local 
Authority  in  the  implementation  of  the  Regulations, 


It  will  take  time  to  reach  the  target  aimed  for  and  I 
can  report  that  progress  so  far  has  been  satisfactory  and  the 
improvements  achieved  have  been  brou^it  about  v/ithout  resort 
to  statutory  action. 

The  Members  of  the  Public  can  assist  considerably  in 
raising  the  st/mdard  of  hygiene,  particularly  with  regard  to 
the  handling  of  food,  by  drawing  the  attention  of  the  food  traders 
to  any  unhygienic  practices  they  observe.
